Only last 
week the editorial of a San Fran- 
cisco paper Suggested that plans 
for military conscription could 
Wait unti! after the peace and that 
then, undoubtedly, we would not 
néesd a large Standing army, Un- 
fortunately one cannot eliminate 
the undesirable by ignoring it and 
the menace of war like the menace 
of disease can be defeated only by 
maintaining a high resistance, in 
other words, by military prepared- 
ness. 

The maintaining of a Military 
Strength means more than a two 
ocean navy and an umbrella of air 
power. No matter how distasteful

By strong policies and by our 
ability to enforce these policies so 
that no one nation, nor group of 
nations, can afford to question 
them, only we, the United States, 
can prevent a recurrence of global 
destruction.

Biography In Miniature 
Mrs. Harriet Alexander 


Harriet Alexander's father, John 
H. Brierley, was born in Wapping- 
er’s Falls, N.Y. Her mother, Laura 
Murray, was a native of Newport, 
R.I. Her parents were married in 
Newport where her father owned a 
large grocery and retail market. 


Harriet Alexander was the sec- 
ond of four children. The others 
were Charles, Harold and Ralph 
Brierley. Harold was killed in the 
first World War. 


Harriet received her education at 
the Newport grammar and high 
schools. Her mother died 23 years 
ago and her father is still living 
at the old family home in Newport. 
She met her future husband aboard 
the USS Connecticut, as the ship 
lay at anchor in Narragansett Bay. 
At that time he was one of the 
Connecticut’s radio operators. They 
became engaged and_ before they 
were married, Alexander was pro- 
moted to the rank of Senior Lieu- 
tenant. Harriet and Jesse Alexan- 
der were married from the home 
of her aunt, Mrs. Robert Glass in 
New York. The ceremony Was per- 
formed by the rector of the Epis- 
copal church of St. John the Di- 


vine. The honeymoon was spent at! 


Mr. Alexander’s home in Texas. 
Following this, the young couple 
went to Sayville, Long Island 


where Alexander was given charge 
of the U. S. Naval, high-power ra- 
dio station, which was taken from 
the Germans in World War I. Their 
first child, a son, Harold Truman 
Alexander was born in Sayville. 


When this boy was a year old, the 
Alexanders moved to San Pedro, | 
Calif. They lived there for 9| 
months and then went to Pago 
Pago, Tutuila, American Samoa 
where the twins, Jesse Jr., and Lor- 
raine were born. The first white 
twins born in American Samoa. 
When they were 2% years old, she 
lost her first child, Harold Truman 
Alexander. 


The family stayed in Samoa for 
22 months and then came to San 
Francisco and later, to Menlo Park. 
In 1924 they purchased the home 
on Roble avenue where on June 


10, 1925, the youngest child, Kress 
Davis Alexander was born and 
where Mrs. Alexander and the chil- 
dren now make their home.

fc. John J. Fischer, Infantry, 
| USA, by direction of the President 
|of the United States, was awarded 
the Bronze Star Medal for heroic 
}achievement in connection with 
| military operations in Holland. 

On the afternoon of October 29, 
| 1944, the truck on which Fischer 
and a comrade were riding was hit 


to be thrown out. Pfc. 
tained a compound fracture of his 
right leg and other wounds and 
| Was suffering considerable pain. He 
noticed that his comrade had been 
seriously wounded and was lying on 
| the opposite side of the Street un- 
der heavy enemy fire. Disregarding 
his own personal safety, he crawled 
across the street, himself under 
heavy fire and attempted to ad- 


| flow of blood from his comrade’s 
| wounds in order to save his life. 
Although private Fischer was 
unable to save the life of his friend 
his gallant action reflected a high 
| 
to the military service as well as 
| to himself. Private Fischer will 


{the son of Mr. and Mrs. George

; Sraduated from St. Joseph’s school 
| and Bellarmine and was a student 
at University of San Francisco 
{just prior to his entrance into ser- 
vice. He joined the armed forces 
January, 1941. 

Fischer spent 30 months in Alas- 
ka and is at the present time in 
a hospital in England.

High School Site 


Protest against building the pro- 
posed new southeastern San Ma- 
teo county high school on the Dono- 
hoe property on Ringwood road 
was made before ti: High School 
Board of Trustees last week as a 
result of a meeting of the Ather- 
ton Town Meeting held last Thurs- 
day evening. 

According to the Atherton group, 
the Donohoe property, located on 


| the east side of Middlefield road 


between Oak Grove avenue and 
Ringwood road, is not going to be 
the center of the postwar popula- 
tion of the south county area. 
Atherton subdivision restrictions, 
making three-quarters of an acre 
the smallest size lot, will tend to 
hold down the population in this 
area and the bulk of the new post- 
war homes, which instead will be 


Ravenswood districts. 

The town meeting went on rec- 
ord as considering the Donohoe 
property, selected as geographical 
center of the area the new school 
would serve, as being too far to the 
west. 

Additional arguments were that 
Atherton’s residents generally op- 
pose schools in their exclusive dis- 
trict; and that the close proximity 
of Dibble General Hospital is not 
desirable.

We have covered the county and | 
library tax rates, accounting for 28 
cents of the tax dollar collected in } 
Menlo Park this year. Next comes 
the various school districts whose 
combined tax rate this year of 
$1.2075 per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion is equivalent to 29 cents of | 
each dollar of property taxes paid 
by Menlo Park real estate owners. 

San Mateo County is divided in- 
to 27 elementary school districts. | 
These school districts are grouped 
to form six high school districts. 
The San Mateo Junior College 
District consists of the San Mateo, 
Jefferson and Half Moon Bay High 
School Districts. 

The governing body of the San 
Mateo Junior College District is a 
five man board elected by the vot- 
ers residing in the boundaries of the 
district. In addition to a state ap- 
portionment from the Junior Col- 
lege Fund distributed in  propor- 
tion to average daily attendance, 
the district is supported by prop- 
erty taxes. In the current year the 
rate inside the district is 25 cents 
for maintenance and 2 cents for 
bonds. The assessed valuation of ; 
the district is $79,319,000, or 58 per 
cent of that of the whole county. 

The South San Francisco, Pes- | 
cadero and Sequoia (which includes 
Menlo Park) High School Districts 
are not in the Junior College Dis- | 
trict. State law requires, however, 
that the County Superintendent of 
Schools ascertain the tuition cost 
of junior college students coming 
from. that part of the county out- 
side of the district boundaries, and 
levy that cost as a special tax in 
the balance of the county. For this 
reason, Menlo Park taxpayers are 
paying a 3.67 cent rate this year 
(or about $1,060 from within the 
city limits) for junior college tu- 
ition, though we are not a part of 
the district. The tuition tax rate 
was formerly around 9 cents, but 


due to war conditions, attendance 
from outside the district has drop- 
ped to such an extent that the rate

Cats may have nine lives but 
even they are expendable according 
to local veterinarians who warn cat 
owners of the prevalence of “fe- | 
line enteritis’ which reached epi- |

“Feline enteritis,” which only at- 
tacks cats, is most apt to occur in | 
their first year of life and is simi- | 
lar to the virus of distemper which | 
attacks dogs. 

Veterinarians feel that the peek 
of the epidemic is past but suggest | 
that the best preventive measure 
is to keep both young and old cats | 
warm and dry, even though they 
may have had shots of immuniza- 
tion serum.
